Battwar Age publishes an interesting ar- 
ticle on railway foreclosure sales during 
1879. It gives a list of ebtty-six rail- 
roads sold, with a mileage of 4,900 
miles, representing $163.000,000 
in 


bonds and debt, and $80,000,000 capi- 
tal stock, being $243,000,000 of capital 
investment affected. In 1878 there were 
48 roads reported sold, in 1877 there 
were 54, and in 1876 thirty. A total of 
the last four years of 197 roads, with a 
mileage of 16,500 miles, and a capital 
investment of $979,000,000, which have 
been brought to the auction block. This 
is about one-fifth of the entire railway 
mileage and capital of the United States. 
The Age remarks, however, that very 
few new foreclosure suits were begun 
during the year, showing that the era 
Of bankruptcy is ended. It reports only 
oil roads placed in the hands of receiv- 
er*, against 27 in 1878, 38 in 1877, and 
42 in 1876.

The power of the State to prescribe 


what transportation 
companies may 


charge for th"ir sn vices, where such 
power has not b < n surrendered by con- 
tract with the c oupuuies, is no longer 
open to qneatiou. The decision of the 
Supreme ConV of the United States, in 
the Granger c.ibf., so-called,.hns settled 
that question iiu.iiiy and forever. 


This State, m the most formal and 


authoritative m.i.nier whicn it is possi- 
ble for a State to adopt, has declared 
her intention to exercise this power. 
This declaration was made in the adop- 
tion of the new Constitution. 


The Supreme Ouurt of the United 


States, in the Granger cases, decided 
not merely that a State possessed the 
power to prescribe what transportation 
companies may charge for carrying pas- 
sengers and freight, but that this power 
is essentially a legislative power; that 
the Legislature may prescribe in ad- 
vance what the companies may charge, 
and that when the Legislature has once 
exercised this high legislative preroga- 
tive, no alternative is left to the com- 
panies but to obey. 


The new Constitution has created a 


Commission, in which is vested the 
legislative power to prescribe what trans- 
portation companies shall charge for 
their services, which, under the old Con- 
stitution belonged to the Legislature 
alone, and which, perhaps, belonged to 
the Legislature in every other State in 
Union. Under the old Constitution, 
the Legislature possessed the power to 
prescribe raies for transportation, bnt it 
was left to the discretion of the Legisla- 
ture whether it could exercise this pow- 
er or not. No such discretion is left to 
the Commission created by the new. 
The language of the Constitution is: 
"The Commissioners shall have the 
power, and it shall be then duty, to es- 
tablish rates of charges for the trans- 
portation of passengers aul freight by 
railroad or other transportation com- 
panies." The State has declared that 
her power in the premises shall be exer- 
cised. 
j Now, on what principle should the 
Commission proceed in prescribing the 
rates which transportation companies 
may charge? Maniftsthsth* rates should 
be fixed with reference to producing a 
sufficient sum:

WHY DISRAELI LEFT THE 


SYNAtlOUUE. 


We have heard many explanations of 


the circumstances which led to the seces- 
sion of the Disraeli family from the 
synagogue, and some of them are based 
on the theory that Mr. Isaac Disraeli, 
the father of the present Lord Beacons- 
field, was not a Jew at heart. That 
this theory is altogether erroneous is 
shown by the following anecdote: 


Oil the occasion of the opening of the 


reform synagogue of British Jews ID 
London, January 27th, 1842, the late 
Mr. Moses Mocatta gave adiuuer in 
honor of the event. Among the guests 
was Mr. Isaac Disraeli, who had been 
present at the consecration of the syna- 
gogue, and had followed the services 
with mnch satisfaction, although he was 
unable to see the ceremonies, being at 
that time entirely blind. Mr. Disraeli 
was oeated at the table between Mr. 
(afterwards Sir) Francis H. Goldsmid 
and Eev. Professor Marks, the minis- 
ter of the new synagogue. The conver- 
sation naturally turned upon the syna- 
gogue and its prospects, aud Mr. Dis- 
raeli, tinaug to Rev. Prof. Marks, 
said: "If we had only had such 
house of worship in our time, my family 
would never have left the synagogue."

Sierra Valley.

Tons of delicious marketable butter are 
annnally churned (in place* by water 
power), and shipped away, even as far 
as Virginia City. The hay, oats and 
barley crop is usually good. Many of
